Our people are 
on the ground and they can determine this. 
We will take It for granted that the votes In 
this District are counted as they are cast 
Then why should we turn the counting of 
the ballots over to some irresponsible ap- 
pointee. Forsake ot argument you might 
admit the justice of the case made out by 
Rowell against Southern Districts, and 
even then, the question would come up 
why should we be punished? Rowell says 
that some people In a few districts in the 
South are guilty of illegal acts at elections 
we will punish them by taking the elections 
out of their hands, and at the same time we 
will do the same thing for you. Now.whal 
have wn done that we should surrender our 
ancients right and privileges pertaining to 
elections? 
* If somebody has committed a crime, it Is 
enough to punish and disgrace the guilty 
one. A remedy that would punish ail fo 
the sins of a few would, if applied in a pas 
age, be regarded as the work of an idiotli 
tyrant The people of this district think 
they have conducted their elections fairly 
and certainly so long as thl* Is the case they 
have an Indefeasible right to the control o 
their own elections. 
Remember alwayi 


that the law which Rowell proposes to pasi 
applies to ourselves as well as to the peopli 
against whom he declaims. The people are 
familiar with the provisions of the bill, and 
they will remember what a ridiculously 
easy matter It Is,under that bill,to throw the 
elections hi this District into the hands o 
Federal appointees. You can go out with 
100 beer checks and a sheet of paper and 
get enough signatures at any time to do 
the work, 
Will thinking men sur 


render rights that are the growth of centu- 
ries of hard work to such a cheap scheme 
as tbe one proposed by Rowell? If we do 
anything of this kind, what may not par 
tisan politicians ask next? or rather wba 
may not they take next? 


Mr Rowell may come into the Dlstiic 


and talk all day about frauds In Arkansas 
and Florida. What have those frauds to 
do with the law he proposes to fasten on us? 
The question Is, what have the people o 
this District done that they should lose the 
right to count their own votes upon the pe- 
tition of 100 men, and those of any kiiid 
you can rake tip? Mr. Rowell makes a 
'speech against Arkansas and Florida and 
then asks the people of Illinois to make 
atonement. If there Is any reason in tha 
proposal, we would like to have It pointed 
out And remember if jou vote for Row 
ell, be will construe it Into assent on your 
part to his plan. 
Don't do this, simply be- 


cause Rowell Is a candidate on the republl 
can ticket In districts like this an appea 
must be made to the better class of republl 
cans. The best men In that party mus 
come forward to defeat Rowell, for he wll 
construe his election into a surrender by the 
people of their right to control the ballo 
box. There Is no hope that the ordinary 
ward worker will object to this, that man 
never thinks, and neither does he care. I 
is a time that testa the capacity of the peo- 
ple for self government It Is a time when 
the men who put principle abo\e party 
must show themselves. Mr. Rowell pro- 
poses a law by which the control of our 
elections will go Into other's bands; and he 
Is plain enough to say that a vote fer him Is 
a vote for that law. The man who objects 
to such a law Is thereby directed by Rowell 
to vote for another. 
There can be no mis- 


taking tbe purport of a vote In this case. 
The only question Is, how many of tbe peo- 
ple will be true to themselves?

The company ssys they are 
paying more than IB paid elsewhere Their 
books will show that the average waxes 
paid last season were about £3 50 a day, 
when at the same time moulders' wages In 
the same class, of work at Moline, III., were 
$3.12 a dav, all round. As for Intimidating 
their men, we just considei it small talk. 
We did not bother their men and we don't 
intend to 
We don't deny them the right to run 


their shop as they please, or with whom 
they please, but we reserve the riicht to 
withhold union men from going to work
